1. The meeting was opened by the Chairman, noting that although she 
had officially notified and sent copies of the minutes of the last meeting 
to H3A and Army CODIB representatives, members of these organizations were 
not present. In this connection, it was agreed that the secretary of this 
task force, a CSS representative, will make certain that ail members are 
notified of the meeting dates in the future end will prepare the ml ty r fr w? 

of the meetings, ffite most current CSS records indicate that Army? Navy, an d 
USA have nominated members for this task force. 

2. As a result of the submissions made by the various members to the 
chairman, an amended Terms of Reference was prepared, taking into account 
all coaanents that were made. The major change was a rewrite of paragraph I 
and the first pert of paragraph II. After seme discussion of the word 

information" in the third line of paragraph H, it was changed to "data". 

An additional two sentences were added early in paragraph II, further 
indicating what intelligence data includes and a description of the media 
intelligence B&D will be concerned with. The amended Terras of Reference as 
approved by the group is attached to these minutes. 

3> The group addressed Itself to a discussion of the philosophy of 
BSD and the framework of the contributions to be mad e on this TV wll r Tea m 
in accordance with the Terms of Reference. The discussion developed 
various methods by which to build such a framework. Three possible taxonomies 
identified were; 


a. Input, processing, output; 


b. Degree of automation;

In Klw of the obvious relevance of this document to the shfl r shmi'a 
objective, the chairman requested tha Air Force representative to try to 
make this document av ailable , at least to the members of the Shsk Seam.

At 
this point, the group agreed that In addition to the SCIP8 report each 
member s hould be fa m i li a r with certain basic documents of Interest In »-Me 
field. Ob help accomplish this. It wae agreed by the group and so requested 
by the c h a irman that each member would provide a contribution by next meetin g 
to a bibliography to be prepared as part of the | rv**v Stem work. 

5* She following schedule was agreed upon by the group: 


a. Preparation of a framework within which the deficiencies 
as well as the state of the art and the existing R&D projects may be 
defined. A description as to the amount of time and resources that can 

be made available an the part of the members and their associates to ttilrua 
teak out li ned . Bach member will submit a proposal using source as 
the first cut at the framework definition by the next meeting. 

b. After the framework has generally been agreed upon, a defini tion 
of the state of the art will be made. Obis will Include the identification 
of the appropriate BAD projects. 


c. An Identification of the deficiencies both in terms of BAD 
projects as well as users needs will be made. 

d. The time frame for the acconpllsbment of paragraphs b. and 

e. abov e wil l.be determined by the facta developed by activities described 
in para g r aph a. above. 

6. nhe chairman noted that it would be desirable that for end *» 
member to devote several days each week, if possible. In the next few weeks 
to this project. After discussion, it was also agreed that it would be 
desirable to have the group meat with Individuals or perhaps groups of 
experts in the field as time goes on to assist In the preparation of the 
report* As noted In the min u tes of the last meeting, It was a gr e ed that 
the final report should be submitted to CODIB by 15 April 2965 . Ohs 
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possibility of intermediate reports vas considered and they may be ore. 
pared If It is deemed desirable. v y pre
